Dear  Sir:  Your  telegram  is  at  hand#  If  you  will  refer  to 
Mr.  Bosbyshell's  letter,  you  will  note  that  he  ordered  us  to  make  the  copper 
blanks  without  milling,  and  at  the  same  time  exactly  of  the  diameter  of  the  col¬ 
lar  sent •  We  infer  from  your  telegram  that  the  blanks  were  to  fit  the  collar 
after  they  were  milled,  but  we  were  not  to  mill  them.  In  which  case  we  should 
have  supposed  he  would  have  told  us  the  diameter,  however  as  the  blanks  are  not 
cut  out,  we  will  await  your  reply  before  doing  anything  further.

Referring  to  your  letter  transmitting  awards  for  supplies  required 
by  your  Mint,  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  inform  me  whether  the 
Phoenix  crucibles  have  ever  been  used  at  your  Mint,  and  if  so  when. 

I  will  also  thank  you  to  inform  me  of  the  average  number  of  melts 
that  are  made  by  the  Taylor  crucible.  I  will  state  that  the  Phoenix 
Manufacturing  Company  have  entered  a  vigorous  protest  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  both  in  the  Bureau  and  with  the  Secretary,  against  the  award 
for  crucibles  being  given  to  Taylor  &  Sons,  in  which  they  state  that 
they  are  prepared  to  furnish  a  bond,  and  guarantee  their  crucibles 
equal  in  every  respect. 

I  notice  in  the  awards  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  New  York 
Assay  Office  that  while -the  crucibles  are  awarded  to  one  company,  the 
stirrers  and  dippers  are  awarded  to  another,  both  in  each  case  being 
the  lowest  bidder  for  the  article. 

Upon  a  comparison  of  the  bids  of  Merchant  and  Company,  and  Taylor, 

I  find  that  the  former  offers  to  furnish  1,000  rings  at  60  cents,  while 
Taylor  asks  86  cents.

It  seems  to  be  to  me  a  necessity  that  cold  and  silver 
coin  should  be, as  nearly  as  possible, of  the  same  intrinsic  value, 
in  order  to  maintain  the  bi-metallis  currency. 

I  an  drawing  a  bill  to  be  introduced  by  one  of  our  Congressmen 
at  the  Special  Session  of  Congress,to  repeal*- the  first  section  of 
the  Sherman  Act ,  and  to  axxthorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
have  coined, and  issue,a  new  silver  currency,  of  the  same  intrinsic 
value  of  gold, with  which, to  take  up  and  exchange  for  the  present 
depreciated  coin.  The  trouble  which  confronts  me  i3  the  ingredients 
which  are  to  be  put  in  the  new  coin.  My  idea  is  to  put  480  grains 
of  silver,  and  about  6-l/S  grains  of  gold, besides  the  copper,  in 
the  new  dollar.  Is  there  any  insuperable  objection  to  this^  If  so, 
can  you  give  me  a  suggestion  to  remedy  it^  and  not  increase  the  size 
and  weight  of  the  coin  too  much^  As  this  i3  of  public  interest, I 
hope  you  will  excuse  me  for  tresspassing  on  your  valuable  time.

The  Assistant  Treasurer  D.S.,  at  New  York  reports  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States  that  in  a  shipment  of  $2,000,000  in  gold  coin,  Transfer- 
Order  2c, 9F0,  that  $260, 000  of  the  amount  was  in  old  gold  coin,  of  which 
$620  was  light  in  weight.  He  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  number 
of  pieces  are  cracked.  It  has  occurred  quite  frequently  that  bankers  and 


others  who  obtain  new  gold  eagles  of  the  coinage  of  your  hint  at  that  Office 
return  them  for  this  reason,  and  quite  a  number  of  these  pieces  are  now  in 
the  uncurrent  gold  coin  on  hand  there.  I  will  thank  you  to  take  the  necess¬ 
ary  steps  to  correct  this  evil,  and  to  instruct  those  charged  with  the 
shipment  of  gold  coin  from  the  Mint,  that  more  care  be  exercised  in  the 
future.

Over  a  month  lias  now  gone  by  since  New  York  Day  took 
place,  and  the  veterans  who  are  entitled  to  these  medals  are  becom¬ 
ing  extremely  restive  under  the  procras t inat ing  method  that  we  are 
compelled  to  persue.  I  pray  you  therefore,  to  do  all  in  yoixr  pow¬ 
er  to  push  forward  this  last  order  of  one  thousand  medals  as  much 
as  possible,  and  endeavor  to  give  us  the  first  installment  of  five 
hundred  by  Saturday  night  or  Monday.
